which the Public, at that Time, conſidered as 
a Scourge ſent from Heaven, or as a Plague be- 
_ yond the Power of Removal. While the Suc- 
ceſs did not anſwer the Expectation, the very 
Remedy, which for a Time brought Relief to 
the afflicted, ſoon after threw them into the ut-

Chineſe Merchants, in ſome Degree leflened 
its Credit. The Eſtimation of this new Re-

The Sarſaparilla and the Saſſafras, imported 
from America, tended to enhance the Eſtima-

Augier Ferrier, and ſome Phyſicians after N 
him, propoſed divers Remedies, of which they 
made Experiments, with great Fatigue and 


Trouble, ſuch as the Root of Gentian, Aſara- 
bacca, Alecampane, Oris, and Sept. Foil. A 
long Time afterwards, the antivenereal Qua- 


lity of Camphor and Antimony was diſcover- 
ed. They thought to find the firſt a powerful 
Check on the Mercury, which, while it re- 


duced its ſalivatory Effects on the one Side, 


might aſſiſt its Power and Energy on the other, 
againſt the Venereal Virus. The ſecond, ap- 
proved as a genuine Antivenereal, (upon what 


Grounds is not at preſent material) has main- 
tained its Credit much longer. They ſtill uſe 
it, mixed with ſudorific Decoctions, (in theſe

| whole of his Works, he facilitates, in a conſi- 
derable Degree, the Diſcovery of it. 
Fernel, a {kilful Phyſician of one of our Mo- 
narchs, very warmly exclaims againſt Mercu- 
ry; but without Doubt over-ſtrains the Point. 
Far from admitting that Mercury 1s endowed. 
with one ſingle Quality of a ſalutary Nature, 
he excludes it from the whole Medical Syl- 
tem, as a dangerous, deceptive, and deſtruc-

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tive Mineral. Nay, ſo inveterate is he againſt | 


this Medicine, on Account of the bad Effects 


which he attributes to it, that he brands thoſe 
who dare to uſe it, with the molt odious Epi- 
thets. This Phyſician, fully convinced of the 


Ineilicacy of Mercury, would not loſe any 


more Time in ſeeking for a Remedy for the 


Venercal Diſorder in the Mineral Syſtem.

Or ſome other Caultic ; or cover it with cor- 


roſive Ointments, a Practice always ſuſpected, 
and frequently ineffectual; nor will he entruſt 
the Cure of theſe Symptoms to the metallic 
Particles, which circulate through the whole 
Vaſcular Syſtem. He will apply to the Bubo, 
Cataplaſms, Plaiſters, ſometimes Emollient, 
ſometimes Diſſolvent; and if theſe happen to 


diſpel it, they will indeed rather inſect the ge- 


neral Maſs, than entirely eradicate the Diſtem- 


per. If the Bubo is brought to a Suppuration, 


which often happens, to the great Dilguſt of 

Patients, the Treatment will be ſomething like 

that of the Parotid Gland when it ſuppurates,

And 
to what Reſources will he fly, if the Mercury 
comes to fix in the ulcerated part, and there 
form a _ ofitzon, by the Tendency which the 


Particles haye to unite ? 


If he is to cure a Gonorrhæa, Mercury will 


avail very little in the Treatment of it. And 
what Advantage can in Effect attend it, fince 
we daily fee Gonorrhæas reſiſt a long and me- 
thodical Proceſs, and even that of a Salivation; 
notwithſtanding the abſtemious Diet, and the 
great Quantity of Liquids which the Patient 


drinks, Means deemed fo efticacious againſt 
this Diſtemper? Boerhaave and Sydenham 
have experienced the Diſadvantages of this 


Method, and do not palliate the Matter: It 
muſt be obſerved, ſays the Engliſh Phyſician, 
that Mercury will not cure a Gonorrhæa when 


it accompanies the Pox, and that it muſt there- 


fore be treated in a different Manner.

Its 
diviſible Quality, neceſſarily ariſing from its 
diſperſing itſelf through the Fluids of the hu- 
man Body, its immediate Connection with 
theſe very Fluids, and the Veſſels which con- 
tain them, are ſuch Advantages as Mercurial 
Remedies cannot boaſt, which for the moſt 

Part are inſoluble. 1 

By Reaſon of the great Number of active 
Particles which are in Motion at the ſame Time 
in the Veſſels, by Reaſon of their Tenuity, 
there are no capillary Veſſels which it does 
not penetrate; no Lamina of the Bones be- 
tween which it does not ſide; no Glands 
which it does not pervade. As there is no 
Part of the human Body which the Particles 
of this Remedy do notreach, there is no Symp- | 
tom that eſcapes its powerful Operation; the 
ſmaller Veſſzls receive it after it has been di{- 
ſolved in the Humours, by which they are 
moiſtened; even the Chyle is impregnated 
with it, and conveys it into the extreme vaſ- 
cular Ramifications. 1 
It is to the Tenuity of this Remedy we mult 
aſcribe the ſalutary Effect which it produces 
in the molt inveterate confirmed Degrees of 
the Venereal Diſeaſe, and in Scorbutic Caſes,

Without entering upon the peculiar Nature 
of the Venereal Virus, it may be affirmed, that 
its molt apparent Effects are the thickening 
of the Humours and Obſtructions.

Operation, or recovering its former State, |} 
What will be the Conſequence ? Either the 
Veſſel will burſt, which ſometimes happens, | 
eſpecially in the Bowels, where the metallic 
Particles will pervade a collateral Tube, and 

will no longer act upon the obſtructing Cauſe; 

or the following Particles will take the ſame 
Route, and be conveyed, according to the Hy- 
draulic Syſtem, into thoſe Parts where they 

find leait Reſiſtance, leaving the Obſtruction 

in the fame State, and the Diſeaſe which nou. 
riſhes it. Nor is Experience wanting to con- 
firm this Method of Reaſoning. How many 
diſeaſed Perſons are there who have under- | 
gone divers Courſes, under the Hands of the 
moſt ſkilful Practitioners, without a confirmed | 
Cure, merely for not having been properly “ 
treated in the Beginning! For it is a ſtanding

The Vegetable Remedy does not act by 
Dint of Weight; it is not by forcing the Ob- 


ſtacles that it tends to deſtroy them; its Qua- 


lities are, on the contrary, light and ſubtil : it 
mixes with the Humours, with them 1t con- 


veys itſelf into the obſtructed Veſſels, reani-

| duce the Glands and Exoſtoſes, and complete 


the Healing of the infected Parts.—In urgent 
Caſes, where the Palate of the Mouth is in 
Danger; in the Caſe of the & ſophagus, the 
Larynx, Rottenneſs, violent Pains, Want of 


Sleep, Hectic Fevers, which admit of no De- 


lay, the Antivenereal Syrup has the Advan-

There have 


been a Thouſand Inſtances of old Perſons pe- 
riſhing under the Operation of a Mercurial 
Proceſs, which is more violent and dangerous | 


as the Fibres are rigid and dried, and when 


this is accompanied with gouty and rheuma- 


tic Pains, which, during the Treatment, never 
fail to rage with the utmolt Violence. Preg- 
nant Women expire, through the Salivation, 
for which they have not been ſufficiently pre- 


pared, (here we ſpeak of Women ſeven or | 
cight Months advanced 1n their Pregnancy) or 


from a premature Delivery, occaſioned by 
the Mercury, which gives too great a Motion 

to the Humours, and 1s productive of the moſt 
_ diſagreeable Impreſſions on the Fœtus. Weak 
Perſons, and thoſe who are ſubject to ſpitting 
Blood, or to violent Coughing, have been ob- 
ſerved to die under the inevitable Increale of 
thoſe Symptoms. Children, in fine, becauſe 


they are ſuch, and conſequently too weak to 


reſiſt the Subverſion of the Animal QEcono- 
my, occaſioned by the Operation of the Mer- 
cury, have been known to dic ſuddenly in the 


Mlidſt of its Courſe. None of theſe Effects 


are to be apprehended from the Vegetable

add to the Acrimony of the moſt dreadful. 
Diſorders Experience confirms this Re- 
mark, as neither Tetters nor Puſtules, uſual 
Concomitants of the principal Diſeaſe, are ever 
known to reſiſt the Operation of this Remedy. 

Fifth, It very frequently happens, that the 
Venereal Virus is complicated with a Scorbu- 
tic Humour; in that Caſe, however preſſing 
the Nature of the Diſeaſe may be, prudent 
Practitioners will by no Means preſume imme- 
diately to adminiſter Antivenereal Mercurials, 
as Antiſcorbutics leſs inflame the Venereal 
Diſeaſe, than Antivenereals do Scorbutic Hu- 
mours : they firſt attack the Scurvy with thoie 
Remedies which are peculiar to it.

What is more frequent than Inciſion 
or Cauſtics, upon Buboes which come to Sup- 

uration? Without mentioning the Pain, the 
ilch, the Diſguſt, with which theſe O erafions 
are attended, how diſagreeable mult it be to 
Patients to have daily before their Eyes ſuch 
Marks as remind them of their Debauchery, 
and the Pain and Miſery of its Effects! 


All theſe Operations, and the Pain conſe- 
quent on them, are avoided by the Vegetable 
Remedy: the ſecond or third Day of the 
Courſe the Inflammation will generally allay, 
and the Suppuration become benign ; the 
fifth or ſixth the Glands and Preputium will be 
almoſt reſtored to their natural State.

Sometimes the extreme Parts con- 
tracted ; ſometimes the Lips diſtorted; a 
Shaking of the Limbs: will not theſe Effects 


diſcover their Cauſe ? A ſimple Glance on 


the Manner in which the Syrup operates, will 


ſufficiently prove, that no ſuch Effect can be 


apprehended from it.

Gonorrhæas are the moſt common 
of all venereal Symptoms, and the molt. 
difficult to remove. Notwithſtanding the 
high Opinion that is entertained of Mercury, 
it has been found to be a very weak Re- 
ſource in this Caſe. Cooling Methods are 
immediately uſed; they then proceed to 
Cleanſers, which they affiſt with Mercurial 
Purges often repeated. During this Time, 
the Patient muſt obſerve a regular Diet, avoid 
ſpirituous Liquors, uſe moderate Exerciſe, 
as the ſmalleſt Slip in Point of Regularity re- 
invigorates the Diſeaſe when it was juſt at its 
laſt Gaſp. When all this happily ſucceeds, 
the Gonorrhza will not remain above fix” 
Weeks or two Months. But where are Pa- 
| tients to be found who will ſtrictly adhere to 
theſe Rules? They will not be diſpoſed to 
think their Caſe dangerous when they have 
only a Running; and the greateſt Precaution 
of which a Patient can be capable, 1s to re- 
gulate himſelf with Prudence during the firſt 
Stage of a Gonorrhza; that is to ſay, during

through Accident or by its own Obſtinacy, 
that the Gonorrhza continues to the Term of 
two Months, it changes as it were its very 
Nature, and all the former Means become 
uſeleſs.

withſtanding theſe fallacious Medicines, the | 


greater Part of Gonorrhzas retain almoſt their 
whole Vigour for the Space of ſeveral Years. 
Yet we cannot but acknowledge, that the Go- 
norrhæa will ſometimes yield to this dan- 
gerous Method. The running is ſuppreſſed, 
without being dried up; the Matter is thrown 
back, choaks up the proſtate Glands and the 
Teſticles, infects the Maſs of Humours; the 
Ulcers in the Urethra acquire ſuch a Malig- 
nity as renders them intractable, their Extre- 
mities ſwell, and form thoſe Carnoſities which 
they had long falſely thought real fleſhy Ex- 
_ ereſcences, fixed in the Paſlage of the Urethra. 
A Gonorrhæa of this Kind is ſcarcely ever 
perfectly cured: they may leſſen the Quantity 
of the Running; but beſide, the Ulcers not 
being healed, there ſtill continues an oozing 
of Matter, white, brown, yellow, &c. eſpe- 
cially in the Morning. Theſe Relicks are 
often miſtaken by Perſons diſeaſed; they 
ſuffer themſelves eaſily to be perſuaded, that 
theſe little Runnings proceed from a Relax- 
ation of the Parts. But, ſays Sydenham, theſe 
unfortunate Perſons prove, to their own great 
Regret, that theſe are too certain Marks of the 
Exiſtence of the Virus, which, though in a 
Manner ſtifled, is ready to raiſe freſh Ravages 
on

on the firſt Occaſion, whether furniſhed by 
Intemperance, immoderate Exerciſe, or any 
other the like Cauſe. 

Mineral aſtringent Waters are again the Re- 

ſources, after this Method: the commonly 
uſe them about the End of the 1 of 
obſtinate Gonorrhæas, to remove the Re- 

mainder of the Running, which they deem 
benign. This Method 1s neither ſure nor free 
from Danger: If the Virus is not entirely de- 
ſtroyed, it cannot but be ineffectual; if there 
remains the leaſt Degree of the venereal Taint, 
the mineral Waters fix the ſame, and give 
Birth to Hardneſs of the Teſticles, Carnol ities 
ol the Urethra, Retention of Urine, . 
Theſe two laſt Complaints, very common 
at preſent, are the laſt Stage of Gonorrhæas 
which reſiſt the ordinary Method of Practice, 
and the unhappy Patients are the more to be 
pitied, as thoſe Symptoms are more obſtinate 
and difficult to cure. 
The moſt effectual Remedy hitherto known 
againſt theſe Carnoſities, is beyond Contra- 
diction that of Bougies; but this is not always 
practicable, is often ineffectual, and very often 
dangerous. Few Patients can bear the Ap- 
plication of Bougies ; the Urethra, too ſuſcep- 
tible of feeling, and irritated by their Preſſure, 
gives the Patient ſuch Pain as obliges him to 
diſcontinue the Uſe of them: but 5 he is re- 
ſolutely bent to continue them, he will find, 
to his great Surprize, an Inflammation in the 
 Vrethra and the Body of the Yard, and puru-- 
Tent Matter falling into the Scrotum, which 
was intended to be extracted, an Inflammation

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the Perinæum , Stoppage of Water, which they 
deſigned to prevent, &c. But even when 


theſe Symptoms are avoided, can a radical 


Cure be hoped for from ſuch a Method of 


Treatment? No, ſurely : there are in the 


Urethra obſtinate venereal Ulcers, the Edges 


or Extremities of which, more or leſs raiſed. 
and hardened, form thoſe Carnoſities which 
the Practitioner ſeeks to deſtray. Theſe Ul- 
cers retain their obſtinate Degree of Virus, 
which mult therefare be eradicated : there 


lies the Difficulty. Can ſuch Effects be rea- 
ſonably expected from Bougies? Experience 
has decided the Queſtion; and numberleſs 


unfortunate Perſons paſs their Lives in a two- 
fold State of Miſery, between the dreadful 
Pains which attend a Stoppage of Urine, and 


the Horrors of Death impending over them 


every Moment: Inſtances ſufficient to in- 
validate all that can be ſaid in Favour of 
Bougies. 5 5 

Ihe preſent Method admits none of this 


Variety of Remedies; it is ever ſimple, ever 


uniform; the different Courſes are only varied 


in Point of Duration, and the Remedy only 
by its Intenſity, which is proportioned to the 


Patient's Degree of Infection. A Courle of 


fifteen Days, is generally ſufficient in recent 
Gonorrhæa; one of longer ſtanding requires 


a longer Space. When the proſtate Glands 
are hard and almoſt ſchirrous, which is not 
uncommon, the Courſe is continued a longer 
Time.

Buy ſuppoſing, as is really the Caſe, that the 
Stoppage of the Urethra proceeds from the 
Swelling of the Fleſh, and that the Retention 
of the Urine is occaſioned by this Stoppage, 
it is eaſy to prove that an internal Medicine 
can Cure theſe two Diſorders. The Opera-

ſufficient to heal it; the very cleanſing ſup- 
poſes Fleſh eaſily to be healed; ſuch Fleſh 
will not riſe in the Part where the Wound is 
ſeated ; Cicatrization faſtens the Fleſh in the 
ſame State as it found it, and when this is 
over, there are no more Edges raiſed, no more 
Obſtruction, and finally, no more Stoppage of 
the Urine.

A patient, aged between 28 and 30 years, had for ten 
years a gonorrhea, with an obſtruction in the urethra, He

Dicu, &c. on the caſe of a patient between 35 and 40 
years of age. On examining, a conſiderable ulcer in the

maxillary and parotid gland, the gums. black and ulcer-

tion of the venereal diſeaſe and the ſcurvy. They conſi-

A patient, aged about 38 years, of a robuſt conſtitu- 

tion, had, in the year 1745, a gonorrhæa; he went through _ 

a courſe, and thought himſelf cured. He enjoyed a good 


ſtate of health till July 1752; the 24th of this month, he 


went to bed apparently well, and in the perfect uſe of all 
his limbs; but on his awaking was deprived of the uſe of 
— OE, . e 
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them all. This diſorder was treated as a complication of 
the gout and rheumatiſm: his motion was reſtored a little, 
and the patient cauſed himſelf to be removed to Paris, 
where he underwent the moſt approved remedies, under 
the management of the moſt eminent ſurgeons in that city. 
This courſe left things in the ſame ſtate as it found them.

with ſucceſs. A third courſe had no more effect than the 
two former; at length, after ſeven months trial of the belt |} 
mercurial preparations, and numberleſs conſultations, he 
committed himſelf to the care of M. de Velnos. This 
was the ſtate of his caſe in the montli of February, 1764: 
Firſt, There was, in the right groin, an ulcer of about the 
length of five inches, and two inches in diameter, runnin 
from the os pubis to the os ilium; this ulcer was livid and
